Tangled Election Case De-

A ‘situation unprecedented in Cana- 
dian legal history arose at the hearing 
before Judge Noel today of the appeal 
on the Clearwater election recount, 
avhen, on the refusal of Donald Baker, 
clerk of the execullye council, to pro- 
duce the papers in connection with the 
election, which had been lodged with 
him’ by the returning officer, H, W. 
Mackio, acting on behalf of A, William- 
son Taylor, the conservallye, asked for 
a warrant for Mr, Baker's committal to 
prison for contempt of court. The ap- 
plication was refused by Judge Noel, 
and Mr. Mackie stated that he would 
take his: appeal to the supreme court at 
ils silting en bane next week. i 

Before the hearing of witnesses in 
the appeal, Frank Ford, K. €,, acting on 
behalf of H, W. McKinney, the elected 
member in the Clearwater division, 
atated that Judge Noel had no authority 
¥o hear the appeal at all.  Mxplatning 
his reasons for the positfon which he 
took up, Mr, Ford stated that on May, 
5th Judge’ Noel had issued an‘ order 
suthorising a-recount.at Clyde on May 
3rd. ‘That recount was not held and 
}ir; Ford® maintainéd = that’ the Alberta 
Iblection act provided that all adjourn- 
ments of recounts must be made from 
day to day. As the required procedure 
had not been carried out, Mr, Ford 
stated ‘that all proceedings for a re- 
count had lapsed, and there could be 
no revival. It was true, sald Mr, Ford, 
that the writ of mandamus granted by 
Mr.-Justice Beck had purported to 
stay {he recount proceedings, but 
Judge Noel's position was now functus 
officio, Sig 

Judge Nocl stated that he had decid- 
ed that the clause applying to from day 
{40 day adjournments did not apply tq 
the Clearwater case, Tho recount, 
he sald, had been postponed because of 
jis absence from the city, and Judge 
Noel maintained that a candidate could 
not be deprived of his right to a re- 
count simply because of the absence of 
a judge. Mr, Ford's contention was 
accordingly set aside, and the appeal 
continued, 

Joseph Clarke, {ndependent candl- 
date, who appeared in his own behalf, 
stated that he had himself sealed the 
ballot boxes in the Clearwater election, 
and the law required that when ballot 
boxes were sealed by a candidate, and 
on appeal allowed, the sealecould not 
be broken except by the order of a dis- 
trict court judge. Without any such 
order, Mr, Clarke stated the boxes had 
Deen opened by some person, and he 
asked that the judge should remember

Mr, Mackie asked Mr. Baker If a 
fubpoena had also been served upon 
him as the representative of the re- 
turning ofMfcer, Mr. Baker replied 
that he was In no way the representa- 
tive of the returning oMcer, 

Mr. Glarke maintained that, In de- 
flance of the law, tho returning oMcer 
had turned {n to Mr. Bakor certain pa- 
pers which he was required to keep. 

In view of Mr. Baker's. fallure lo 
produce the papers, Mr. Mackle asked 
Judge Nocl that the hearing of the 
appeal be adjourned sine die, and the 
application was granted.

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ABANDONING DEFENSE OF A BLUNDER 
WHICH HAS STOOD FOR THIRTY YEARS, 

Away back in the history of the dominion of Canada, in the days following upon con- 
federation, when it had been definitely decided that a railway must be built from ocean to 
ocean, there arose a great question as to what route this road must follow to cross the 
mountains and reach the Coast. The question passed beyond one of pure engineering and 
became one of the political questions of the day. One political party, the liberal party, led 
by Alexander MacKenzie, contended that the route from the plains to the Pacific was via 
the then little-known Yellowhead Pass and he sent his surveyors into the wilderness to lay out 
the route. At this present date, forty years later, the Canadian Northern is announcing that 
it will have completed its main line within a year, a line which follows the old MacKenzie 
survey mile for mile from Edmonton to Burrard Inlet, almost without a variation, and the; 
Grand Trunk Pacific is announcing that it will have completed within the year its main line, 
Which follows the MacKenzie survey for nearly four hundred miles to the west of this city, 
and reaches the Coast by following the first alternative route chosen by the MacKenzie | 
engineers, the Skeena River route which terminated—according to the explorations then 
made—at Port Simpson. 

At the same time another political party, the conservative party, contended that the 
Yellowhead route was too far north, and urged that the Crows’ Nest route was the correct 
route through the mountains. With the conservatives, then in the opposition, the choice of 
the southern route became a matter of party policy and by all the rules of the game the suc- 
cess of the conservative party at the polls should have meant the choice of the Crows’ Nest 
route for the first railway across the Dominion. : 

But later, when the conservative party came into power, with Sir John MacDonald) 
at its head, that leader compromized between the claims of the northern route and those of! 
the southern, and chose a middle course, by selecting the Kicking Horse as the route) 
across the mountains, : | 

Atter having used the Kicking Horse rdute for twenty-eight years, the Canadian 
Pacific railway’s annual report, under date of August 13 and bearing the signature of Sir! 
Thomas Shaughnessy, announces that it is pot the intention of the directors to proceed with) 
the double tracking of the main line, at least along the more difficult sections, “until the} 
Kettle Valley line has been completed between Midway and Hope, in 1915, giving an alter- 
native line between Medicine Hat and the Coast.” 

It is not often that the test of time will vindicate both parties holding opposite views, 
but in this matter of the most desirable pass through the mountains it is now plain that both 
parties were righi—that either the Yellowhead or the Crows’ Nest would have served the pur- 
pose for a transcontinental, and that the blunder was when a compromize was attempted 
between the opposing views. Defense of the compromize was only sustainable so long as 
neither of the ather routes was tried.. Now that the Canadian Northern approaches the 
Coast along the original MacKenzie route the Canadian Pacific, in order to meet it, is compelled 
fo complete its Crows’ Nest route by linking up Koofenay Landing with Nelson and Midway 
with Hope, thus abandoning the defense of a blunder which hes stood for thirty years.

Used to Smu gele, In Orientals 
and to Facilitate the 
Sale of Opium, 


WHITE SLAVERY ALSO

United States 5 Federal Officials

Washington, Sept. 8—On the basis 
of the unofficial reports from Chicago 
concerning the discovery there of a 
Chinese “black book" with a list of 
addresses In various cities and margin- 
al notes in Chinese oharaciers Isting 
agencies for the sale of opium and con- 
taining records of Chinese alleged to 
have ‘been smuggled into the United 
States, federal officials will today slart 


on the trail of what they suspeet may 
be oa giant organization of opium &e:- 


lers, smugglers and white slavers 

Anthony Camineiti, the new commis- 
sioner general of, immigration, last 
night sent a desp ateh to the acling jn- 
spector of Immisration at Chicago, di- 
recting him lo place himself dn touch 
with the Chicago police wiio haye pos- 
session of the Chinese “blak baak,” 
and obtain all {he information reard- 
ing the case with a view to ascertain- 
ing where tho Chinese exclusion laws 
have been violated in smuggling over 
an “underground” road from Canada. 

Customs Also Interested, 

The speolal agents of the customs 
service will also look Into the matter, 
as they, in particular, are interested In 
the violation of the opium lawv, while 
the immigration authorities are more 
particularly concerned over the allega- 
{ions of smuggling of Chinese into the 
country. 

The following story came from Chi- 
cago Saturday: 


‘Discovery of an underground 
railway for the  spiriting away 
of Chinese fugitives from jus- 
tice and to. aid the entrance 


of Chinese to this country, was re- 
ported today by detectives at work on 
the murder of Charles Sing, a Chinese 
merchant, 

“The alleged conspiracy extends 
from British Columbia’ to Hong Kong, 
and has branchos in many citles of this 
country, and at least one in Mexico. 

“Seorets of the underground were 
discovered in a rafd of a room ata 
chop suey restaurant in North Clete 
street. 

“The police found the ‘black book’ 
of the gang from which the alleged |” 
schemes ‘in aid of the fugitives was 
Jearned. Arranged in alphabetical ord- 
tr (vere the names of the agents of (he 
organization in the various cities, tho 
names of some of the notorious erimi- 
nals in the country, the police say, and 
instructions were issued In Chinese 
characters. 

“The police also found scores of 
letters from white women. Among 
the cities listed in the ‘black book’ as 
stations of the ‘underground’ were San 
Francisco, Seattle, Vaneouver, Ann 
Arbor, iich., Detroit, Mich., Boston, 
and Canibridge, Mass., end Ensenada, 
Mexico.

“This year we have been able to 
have a large percentage of our trees 
which were grown in Edmonton, and 
another large peroentage were grown 
at Fielding, Saskatchewan, as their 
climate is much the same as ours, In 
this, I heartily agree with the Edmon- 
ton Horticultural society's opinion that 
specimens imported from the states 
are not’ as good as trees grown here; 
but I contend that for a year or two 
it will De necessary to import at least 
some, unless we want to order from 
local nurseries, who jn turn vill im- 
pont, acting as middlemen only, 

“Aven. with home grown trees, tree 
planting on a large scale is diMeult In 
our climate. If I could plant every 
tree myself, 1am sure that I could get 
most of them to grow, but the plant- 
ing season Js so short, practically only 
two weeks, that the 10,000 odd trees 
and shrubs: which were planted this 
year had to be planted by a large gang 
of men, and avhile some of them were 
experienced tree planters, most of them 
who posed as such, were cabbage 
growers or hot house gardeners who 
only claimed to know something about 
treo planting, bul did not. I had to
